Residents vocal in opposition, 
Antioch trustees 1 vote split

A standing-room-only crowd 
applauded the Village of Antioch's 
decision refusing to annex 40 acres 
owned by the Chicago Archdiocese, 
and 257 acres of land owned by 
Alfred and Dale Pederson. 

Residents voiced their concerns 
to village officials at an April 17 public 
hearing, which was followed by the 
regular board meeting in which the 
proposed annexation was put to a 
vote. 

Attorney Mike Ganter was repre- 



senting the Chicago Archdiocese and 
the Pedersons. 

"We have no intention whatso- 
ever to develop these properties," 
said Ganter. 

Residents feared if the land were 
annexed it would create a chain 
reaction, allowing the village to 
annex other property contiguous to 
both the Pederson and archdiocese 
land— becoming a catalyst for future 
development. The archdiocese, 
property is about one-half mile north 
of Rte, 173 to the eastdf Rte. 45, while 
the Pederson property is located east 
of the archdiocese land. Marvin 



Raymona, presiqeni oi tne rvewport 
Environmental Action Team, 
wondered why the property owners 
had a need to annex. 

"The Roman-Catholic Church 
has no need for annexation," said 
Raymond. 

Ganter said that the Pedersons' 
sole reason for wanting to annex to 
the village was to "be a part of the 
community." This statement 
prompted harsh response from those 
wondering why property owners 
would want to annex into Antioch 
with no intention of building oh the 
land in the foreseeable future. 

"If you (the village) buy that, 
you're more naive than I thought you 
were," said one resident 

Annexation would have provided 
the archdiocese and the Pedersons' 



E-l zoning, which allows one 
residential unit per acre. Many 
neighboring landowners have five 
acres or more and explained that 
they enjoyed their rural lifestyle. The . 
village has a comprehensive plan in 
place that has not been updated 
since 1991. The plan shows the land 
east of Rte. 45 as residential homes 
on three to five acres. By current law, 
annexation must be made as the 
most restrictive residential zone, 
which is E-l, or one residential unit 
per acre. E-l zoning could potential- 
ly cause more dense growth In the 
area— something which Lake County 
Board member Judy Martini strongly 
opposes. 

"You (the village) have the 
authority to update your compre- 
hensive plan," said Martini. "What 



good is a plan if you enforce it on a 
case-by-case basis?" 

"You've got to handle stuff on a 
case-by-case basis," responded 
village attorney Ken Qark. 

Officials began discussing the 
option of a pre-annexation agree- 
ment, which failed. Trustee Barbara 
Porch motioned to table the annexa- 
tions until the next meeting, asking 
for a three- to five- acre minimum lot 
size to be included in a pre-annexa- 
tion . agreement The resolution 
ended . in a deadlock. Trustees 
Lawrence Hanson, Ronald Cunning- 
ham and Porch voted for it while 
Dorothy Larson, Wayne Foresta and 
Marvin Oldenburger voted against it 
Mayor Marflyri Shineflug refused to

Proposed Timberlake Park 
annex tabled by village board

Property owner Ken Glick 
addressed the Antioch Village Board 
April 17 and pleaded his case to have 
76 acres of land he owns annexed to 
the village. The board tabled the 
motion to allow time for a pre- 
annexation agreement to be drafted. 

The property, commonly known 
as Timberlake Park, is west of Rte. 45 
and a quarter-mile south of Rte. 173. 
Glick claimed that if annexed, a total 
of 193 houses could be built on the 
land. 

The hearing brought a standing- 
room-only crowd. A number of 
residents objected to Glick's propos- 
al. Many feared potential develop- 
ment of the site at a large density, 
which is currently zoned E-l. Such 
zoning allows one-residential unit 



per acre. 

"This property can't be devel- 
oped at these densities," said Al 
Westerman, Lake County Board 
District 7 Representative, 

Mayor Marilyn Shineflug tried to 
answer some residents' concerns. 
"You're assuming we don't have 
impact fees, but we do," said Shine- 
flug. "One of the major reasons (why 
we annex) is the development is 
going to be there anyway. You'll still 
haye the same number of schools 
and still have the same number of 
cars on the road." 

Glick's property does riot 
currently use community water, but 
rather wells located on the parcel. 
Glick tried to calm residents fears 
that the wells may eventually go dry. 

"We have three wells on our

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property serving the campground at 
present time," said Glick, calling them 
"adequate." 

A few area residents claimed they 
had spent a great deal of money to 
continue digging their own wells 
deeper after they had gone dry. 

"I was 257 feet (deep) now I'm 
1000," said one resident. 

Some feared with a potential 193 
houses built on the land, the current 
three-well system may not be ade- 
quate. Also on hand for the meeting 
was Lake Count Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict President Carol Calabrcsa. She 
stated she would like to work with the 
village to get an casement allowingfor 
a trail to be built through the Glick 
property.

She then urged officials to use cau- 
tion, at times disagreeing with Trustee 
Wayne Foresta. 



"I urge you to get adequate im- 
pact fees," said Calabrcsa. 

"The schools recommend the im- 
pact fees," said Foresta. "The school is 
their own taxing body." 

Foresta added that he didn't 
think the timing Was right for Cal- 
abrcsa to discuss her trail proposal 
since the meeting was a public hear- 
ing on annexation. "I don't think it's 
appropriate to bring this up at this 
point," he said. 

"Now is the time before it's loo 
late," responded Calabrcsa. Mayor 
Marilyn Shineflug then told Calabrc- 
sa that she wanted to work together 
with the forest preserve. 

Trustee Marv Oldenburgcr told 
the village he wanted wording in the 
pre-anncxatlon agreement to assure 
trail development. Glick then stated 
he had no problem with Oldenburg- 
er's idea. 

After the public hearing, officials 
voted to table the motion to annex 
until the next regular board meeting, 1 
allowing officials time to draft a prc- 
annexation agreement. The annexa- 
tion will then likely be voted upon at 
the May 1 meeting.

was, however, donated prior to KLM 
building upon the land. 

Residents claim that during the 
summer months they have a gather- 
ing with a fire-pit nearly every week- 
end, so most residents know one an- 
other. Many were not surprised to 
sec such a large number of people 
showing their support. 

"It's a really unique neighbor- 
hood," said Patti Brooke. 

Children and adults alike took . 
turns tying yellow ribbons on tree 
branches. Many used a ladder to 
climb and reach the higher ones. In 
total 25 ribbons were lied to the 
massive oak. 

The residents claim they plan to 
keep communicating with one an- 
other and will attempt to address the 
Antioeh Village Board at its meeting 
May 1 . Residents say they may try 
persuading officials to change (he 
current tree ordinance in the village 
to prevent this, or oilier trues, from 
being destroyed. 

Following the event, resident 
Mike Ray addressed the crowd and 
discussed the option of possibly per- 
suading the developer to lower the " 
price of the land. I le is concerned 
that the lots may be sold soon. 

Regardless of what happens, res- 
idents seemed to share a common 
goal. 

"All we know is we don't want 
that thing to comedown," said Pin- 
gel.

Centralized court supervision 
database gains senate approval

The Illinois Senate has passed 
legislation that requires all court su- 
pervisions to be reported to the Sec- 
retary of State. The measure, ap- 
proved with broad bipartisan sup- 
port, now awaits Governor Ryan's 
signature to be enacted. 

"I want to thank the General As- 
sembly for improving highway safe- 
ty," said White. This system will give 
judges and prosecutors the tools 
they need to make the proper judg- 
ment on traffic violations through- 
out the state." 

House Bill 2883 gives the Sec- 
retary of State authority to estab- 
lish a centralized database of court 
supervision for drivers in. all 102 
counties in Illinois and requires thejf 
circuit clerk of each county to pro- 
vide the Secretary of State with in- 
formation on every court supervi- 
sion. The legislation also provides 
that all of the information reported 
to the Secretary of State is available 
only to the affected driver and for 
use by the courts, police officers, 
prosecuting authorities and the 
Secretary of State. The information 
will not be available to insurance 
companies. 

The legislation is an outgrowth 



of Secretary of State Jesse White's 
Highway Safety 2000 advisory panel, 
which was formed in early 1999 to in- 
vestigate concerns raised by a tragic, 
fatal crash between an Amtrak pas- 
senger train and a semi-trailer in 
Bourbonnais. The investigation of 
the crash revealed that the driver of 
the truck had an established track 
record of using court supervisions in 
multiple jurisdictions to avoid pun- 
ishment for poor driving. 

"Allowing the Secretary of State 
to track court supervisions will en- 
sure judges are armed with all the 
facts of the case," said Senator Wal- 
ter Dudycz (R-Chicago), lead spon- 
sor of die legislation and member of 
the Highway Safety 2000 Advisory 
Panel. "Under this legislation, dan- 
gerous drivers will no longer be able 
to hide traffic violations from the 
courts." 

White said the start-up cost for 
the program would be paid for by a 
federal grant. The $356,845 grant is 
provided through the Federal High- 
way Administration and the Nation- 
al Highway Traffic Safety Adminis- 
tration and is administered by the 
Illinois Department of Transporta- 
tion, Division of Traffic Safety.

have some Canada geese, mallards 
and swans," he said. 

"I enjoy going for Sunday 
walks and seeing the bluebirds," 
Eileen Perry, from Ingleside, but 
originally from DuPage County, 
said. 

"I love hawks. I bring along some 



pretty standard binoculars," Karen 
Lund of Fox River Grove, said. "Peo- 
ple really get into it. There are so 
many stores. It is nice to know peo- 
ple are interested in conservation. 1 
hope it is not just a phase." 

Early on during the three-hour 
walk, Schwartz pointed out that 



nest boxes are placed strategically 
so the birds' predators do not get . 
too accustomed to their location. 
Raccoons can reach into some nest 
boxes and steal birds' eggs. 

"You won't see too many 
woodland birds in April, not until 
May . When you hear a lot of rack- 
et, you hear the birds marking 
their territory," Schwartz said. 

An egret and a woodpecker 
were among the first birds seen 
along the trail. A small flicker, seen 
darting from branch to branch, a 
tree swallow quickly flying in 
search of food were on hand. 

"Sometimes the tree swallows 
come back too early. There is a 
bufflehcad and a blue wing teal. 
The males are the ones in coloriza- 
tion and tend to stand out," 
Schwartz said. 

He noted some wood duck 
boxes nearby. "They were on the 
endangered species list because of 
loss of habitat and hunting pres- 
sure. They have made a pretty 
strong comeback," Schwartz said. 

The robin used to be a sure 
sign of spring. Now they are the

The or- 
namental swans 
were originally from 
England, bird walk 
participants 
learned. They also

"There arc a couple of phoe- 
becs. They arc fly catchers, like to 
live in culverts and buildings. They 
like to perch and catch insects," 
Schwartz said. 

Schwartz, a retired engineer, 
said Volo Bog has improved a lot 
over the years. "Each spring, I have 
to get tuned into the bird calls," 
Schwartz, said. 

"We'll come back. We've only 
been to the boardwalk before.

Hummingbirds and cardinals to squirrels' habitat and diet may im- 
prove due to the store, which has been open for since December. 

"Birds need shelter and water year-round. Water is the most impor- 
tant thing in the winter, because the birds' natural sources arc frozen. 
Also, many people do not feed the birds in the wintertime because it is 
inconvenient," said owner Bob Skinner. 

The store offers an array of bird feeders, heated bird baths and food 
of all types— from bird food such as suet to peanuts to droll Yankees, 
woodlink and duncraft bird feeders. 



"The Purple Martins and the robbins are the first to come back. But 
80 percent of all baby birds never make it, there may be a late snow, 
predators, or weather." Donna Skinner said. 

The Skinners had considered opening the store for many years. They 
chose a storefront in the town where they live. 

"We have always had a pond in our backyard," said Skinner. "We go 
out to the feeders daily before coming to the store." 

Donna Skinner grew up in Gumce: family had three acres near the 
Dcs Plaines River. As a youth, she was active in 4-H projects, according 
to her mom, Gail Gloede. 

The National Wildlife Pedcration has certified their backyards, 
which have dozens of bird feeders. 

Her great grandfather owned 200 acres what is now Chain O' Lakes 
Slate Park. "I like to take my grandson there," Skinner said.

tionships went wrong. The movie 
itself becomes an examination of 
the Generation X mentality. As the 
protagonist rehashes his old rela- 
tionships, he does not try t6 find 
his own errors and make himself 
better.

The lethargy of Gordon's Iove- 
lifc is amplified by his job.

County is home where 
the Mastodon roamed

Imagine Lake County under 
sheetsbf Ice 1,000 feet thick. Ice that 
moved slowly, chiseling the land- 
scape into a prehistoric panorama. 

Within that scene, picture a giant 
mammal, somewhat similar to an 
elephant, with long, upward curved 
tusks and thick brown hair. A 10- 
foot-tall vegetarian that was hunted 
by Paleo-Indians during the dimin- 
ishing Ice Age. 

Last Monday, at the Lake Count)' 
Museum, over 100 people eagerly 
awaited the arrival of a life-size, fiber 
glass mode] of die ancient mastodon 
that, according to fossil records, 
roamed Lake County 12,000 years 
ago. With peanuts in hand, the audi- 
ence watched as eight men unloaded 
the massive model from a flatbed 
truck. 

The $55,000 replica was con- 
structed by Chase Studios in Mis- 
souri. It stands about 10-feet tall and 
is 20-feet long. It will be part of the 
museum's new "Lake County Mall of 
History" exhibit slated to open in 



mid-June. However, the mastodon is 
available for viewing by museum pa- 
trons now, since "she" has been 
erected directly outside the museum 
doors. 

According to Katherine Hamil- 
ton-Smith, curator of historical re- 
sources, the female creature will be 
named by the children of Lake Coun- 
ty in a county-wide school contest. 

"She (the mastodon) is trying to 
help us tell the ancient history of the 
area in a big way," stated Hamilton- 
Smith, who noted that the exhibit 
will help children to better visualize 
prehistoric Lake County. 

"Every county needs a big crea- 
ture," she continued. "The Field Mu- 
seum of Chicago has its lions, and 
now Lake County will be famous for 
its mastodon." 

According to Hamilton-Smith, 
several county area findings of 
mastodon bones, bone fragments 
and teeth lend truth to scientific be- 
liefs that herds of mastodon in the 
midwest were as large as buffalo 
herds.

CLC receives Corps 
of Engineer's permit 



The College of Lake County has 
been granted a permit from the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers that will 
'allow, the college to implement a 
project that preserves natural areas 
on the Grayslake Campus while 
accommodating future construc- 
tion, including a site being consid- 
ered for the Lake County University 
Center. 

The Corps' permit authorizes 
the college to place fill material in 
6.46 acres of wetlands and 2.25 acres 
of waters of the United States. As 
mitigation, the college will create 
6.82 acres of wetland and prairie 
areas and enhance 12.97 acres of 
wetland. Additionally, the college 
will develop environmental buffer 
zones and expand stormwater 
detention. 

The work authorized by the 
Corps' permit will create two eco- 
logical corridors: a 28.9 corridor on 
the east side of campus and a 20.49 
acre corridor on the west side of 
campus, the west corridor will 
Include two stormwater detention 
ponds, totaling 4,49 acres. 

The project is an integral com- 
ponent of a master plan for the 
Grayslake Campus developed in 
1997. The plan designates areas on 
the campus for building expansion, 
natural area preservation and 
stormwater retention. 

"We are delighted to receive the 
Corps of Engineers' permit," said 
CLC President Gretchen J. Naff. "We 
believe we have developed an inno- 
vative and creative plan for balanc- 
ing the needs for development and 
preservation of natural areas." 

"For several years now, we have 
been taking a thoughtful, strategic 
look at how we should manage the 
space on our campus," Naff said. 
"We know we need additional build- 
ings to accommodate enrollment 
growth, and we need to provide 
additional stormwater detention. At 
the same time, we want to ensure 
that we preserve the natural beauty 
of our campus. 

"The plan we developed desig- 
nates areas where construction is 
permitted, and areas that are 
reserved for open space. It will serve 
as a guide for the use of our campus 
regardless of whether the University 
Center is built here." 

The Grayslake Campus master 
plan reserves more than one-third 
of the Grayslake Campus for natural 
areas. The plan was developed with 
extensive participation by faculty in 
the biological and environmental 
sciences, according to Ron Riepe, a 
CLC professor of geology who 
chaired the campus committee that 
spearheaded development of the 
plan. 

"I think the master plan offers a 
unique, far-sighted vision," Riepe 
said. "I don't know of another com- 
munity college that has taken such a 
thoughtful approach to balancing 
the needs for maintaining ecologi- 
cal harmony, providing stormwater 
management and accommodating 
growth." 

CLC faculty are working with 
the engineers developing the imple- 
mentation plans for die project, and 
they will assist in developing a mon- 
itoring program to ensure that the 
newly created and enhanced wet- 
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I lands serve as high quality habitat, 
Riepe said. 

"We believe the project will 
result in a better, more diverse habi- 
tat for plants and wildlife on cam- 
pus," said Linda Curtis, a CLC biolo- 
gy professor and author of "Aquatic 
Plants of Northeastern Illinois." 

This enhanced habitat will be 
used as a "living laboratory" in CLC's 
biology and environmental science 
programs, Curtis said. "We have 
always used the natural areas on 
campus in our courses," she said. 
"When the project Is completed, we 
will have more ecologically diverse 
ecosystems for our students to 
study." 

In particular, faculty and stu- 
dents in CLC's new natural areas 
management program will be 
involved, where possible, in the 
planting and growing of vegetation 
for the project, according to horti- 
culture professor Mark Zampardo. 

"The project will include 1 1 dif- 
ferent natural environments, and 
this will provide a great opportunity 
for our students to access a living 
laboratory right here on campus," 
Zampardo said. 

Work on the project is sched- 
uled to begin in early summer and 
to continue through fall. Planting 
will also begin in the fall and contin- 
ue next year. Full development of 
wetland vegetation will require sev- 
eral growing seasons.

The issue surfaced in 1998 when 
spraying impacted the FWA's Clean 
Lakes Grant Study. Several meetings 
with IDOA {Illinois Dept. of 
Agriculture), IEPA and IDNR sought 
to clarify a loophole that existed 
between existing regulators and 
especially the FWA region.

District 79 announces teacher cuts 

MundeleJn— Fremont Elementary School District 79 will 
lose 15.0 certified teaching positions after cuts were made to 
cut deficit spending in the next fiscal year. The cuts conic after 
a lost referendum that would have increased the education 
fund. 

Among the academic programs that will be lost arc acade- 
mic assistance and French. Other programs, including ad- 
vanced language arts and reading, special education and tran- 
sitional program of instruction, will be partially cut. 

On top of staffing cuts, the board proposed cuts to ex- 
tracurricular activities. These cuts included eliminating fund- 
ing for after-school programs, reducing sports and charging a 
fee for band.

Internet policy realized at Cook Library 

Iibertyville— A new Internet policy at the Cook Memori- 
al Library took effect April 17. The new plan permits parents 
to choose whether or not their child should have access to 
unfiltered computers. 

Presently, there are five Internet stations available in Cook 
Memorial Library's Adult Department, two of which are Ml- • 
tered. Signs on the unfiltered machines notify users under 
the age of 1 8 that they m us t have a parent's signed permis- 
sion form on file to use the stations. The two public Inter- 
net stations in the Children's Department are filtered, but 
unfiltered access is available (with parental consent) at a 
staff terminal. 

The library's Internet policy became the subject of debate 
after some claimed that filters are necessary to keep pomog- 
raphyout of the library system. Others opposed that view, ar- 
guing that filters violate first amendment rights. 

Park district audits clubhouse options 

Round Lake Beach— The Round Lake Area Park District 
is debating on what to do with the Renwood Golf Course 
clubhouse located in Round Lake Beach. 

According to lames Rock, park district executive director, 
the board has thought of conducting a study to see if the 
building is worth fixing. This would help determine the cost 
of renovating the facility and whether the district should em- 
bark on such a project An examiner presented an offer 
to conduct a study for approximately $10,500, which the park 
district rejected. 

In the meantime; the park district does plan to construct a 
new Club house facility and is working with an architecture 
firm. 

Dist. 41 ratifies crisis plan 

Lake Villa— After several months of work, Lake Villa 
School District 41 administrators have unveiled a crisis plan 
and issued handbooks to parents, teachers and law enforce- 
ment officials, to prepare for a variety of natural and man- 
made crises. 

While acknowledging that "no written set of rules and 
" procedures can fully address all the situations that may oc- 
cur during an emergency," the plan sets forth some basic 
courses of action that can be applied to most anticipated 
situations. 

The plan addresses situations ranging from those as rare 
as bomb threats and bus hostage situations, to natural disas- 
ters such as earthquake, fire and tornadoes, to the more "nor- 
mal" crises of serious Illness or death, and behavioral dl4tur-' r 
bances. 

To prepare for these situations, the school district will be 
conducting drills for several contingencies. Some of these 
drills arc already a regular part of every student's routine.

Water supply hit 
spells thirsty days 

Ever since the Central Lake County Joint Action Water 
Agency was created nearly two decades ago to bring Lake 
Michigan water to inland communities, available water 
supply has lost its luster as a hot topic of public debata In- 
deed, a plentiful supply of water has contributed immeasurably to 
the growth of towns like Gurnee, Libertyville, Mundelein, 
Grayslake and the Round Lake area. 

With Lake Michigan now 13 inches below its 1999 level and 21 
Inches below average, the fall could reach a 140 year low. The Lake 
Michigan drop coupled with general lack of rainfall has vaulted 
water supply back into prominence. These two factors plus debate 
over the enormous appetite for water posed by peaker electrical 
generating plants is pushing water supply to priority status again. 

"I don't know why water is never of concern to us," opined 
County Board Rep. Suzi Schmidt (R- Lake Villa). Schmidt was 
speaking in the context of water usage in connection with sewage 
treatment, but her comment illustrates that water is edging its way 
back on the political agenda. 

Lack of adequate spring rainfall in Illinois, following very dry 
conditions last summer, could result in serious water supply prob- 
lems this year, the Illinois State Water Survey warned. There is an 
ominous sound to observations that the rainfall pattern since last 
July is similar to early stages of historic droughts like those in 1908, 
1917, 1930, 1953 and 1976. 

If we are, indeed, in the throes of a drought, an initiative by the 
Lake County Stormwater Management Commission (SMC) could 
foretell a possible emergency. SMC has established a network of 
five rain gauges that will be linked to a web page for instantaneous 
data. The gauges are located at Diamond Lake, Lake Zurich, Wau- 
conda, Old Mill Creek and Highland Park. There are plans to add 
up to nine more gauges by 2003. 

The EPA already has issued recommendations that officials of 
communities relying on wells for water supply prepare for possi- 
ble shortages this summer. Homeowners relying on private wells 
already have complained of effects of a dropping water table 
brought on by unbridled development. 

As Lake Countians, we have been blessed with an abundance 
of water. That doesn't mean that we are immune to drought. We're 
facing prospects of a thirsty summer. 



See replacement 
for municipal tax 

When it comes to trail blazing and innovative thinking, 
Gurnee trustees take a back seat to no one. Do those 
folks stay up nights thinking about ways to get more 
bucks into the village coffers? 
Their latest gambit is swapping the traditional annual munici- 
pal property tax for a local sales tax of a half percent. Flush with re- 
tail and non-resident shoppers, preliminary figures show Gurnee 
coming out way ahead. Presently, property taxes produce a little 
more than $1.6 million annually. Based on current sales, the half 
cent more in sales tax would generate approximately $2.5 million. 
That's a great trade-off, insists Trustee Donald Rudny, the propo- 
nent for the new tax that could be imposed easily under Gurnee's 
home rule status. 

As enticing as the new revenue idea looks at first view, it's not 
expected to be adopted at the next council meeting. For one thing, 
local retailers aren't expected to be enchanted with the idea of 
charging more tax than merchants in neighboring communities. 
More importantly, elected officials, even those at the grassroots 
level, usually are reluctant to give up any of their taxing power. 

Debate over the new tax should provide plenty of fodder for 
the municipal election now less than a year away. 

Gurnee, it should be noted, isn't the first Lake County munici- 
pality to explore municipal tax alternatives. Mundelein council 
members adopted a three-quarter cent local sales tax last October, 
effective Jan. 1, to replace the municipal real estate tax. With less 
than six months experience, the yield cannot yet be determined 
accurately. But you can bet those Mundelein sales tax dollars are 
being watched closely.

Police Chief Leo McCann, 
there's a bright side to grid- 
lock.

We build highways-to crumble 



It's always around this time of 
the year when I get my dander 
up over what's happening on 
our roads. Oh, I guess that f 
should be happy that so much road 
construction is going on. No, I'm 
not, never have been, and I'll tell 
you why. 

Call me a "fuddy-duddy," or 
whatever, but I've often complained, 
and sometimes in this column, that 
they just don't build things "like they 
used to." That is one thing when we 
are talking about cheap products that 
"are made to break down," It's quite 
another thing when you arc talking 
about something very costly, like re- 
pairing our highways. On top of it, we 
are talking about taxpayer monies. 

You can't go anywhere these 
days without seeing those orange 
"highway under construction" signs. 
We are supposed to jump with joy. 
Roads are being repaired and that's 
supposed to be good. But, when you 
start to think that many of these Im- 
provement projects are on highways 
that were "improved" just a short 
while ago, you start to wonder 
what's going on. 

Yes, I've written here before that 
some of us criticized long ago the 
Illinois Department of Transporta- 
tion about the way they re-surface 
our highways, but we got nowhere. 
They gave us the "garbage" that we 
live in the "freeze zone" where the 
spring thaws eat up our roads. Fun- 
ny, I used to tell them, that the high- 
ways held up much better in winters 
way back. Somethings wrong. 

1 didn't buy their arguments 
then, and I don't buy them now. 
Many years ago, I was watching a 
state highway repair job, and I told 
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the engineers that the "improve- 
ment" was a "step backwards." The 
"old highway" Was probably almost 
three feet thick of concrete. They i 
were tearing it up. The "new" high- 
way was "thin" layers of concrete 
and asphalt. 

As I recall, this was about the 
same lime that the gentlemen who 
headed IDOT went national and be- 
came a leader in, the national as- 
phalt association. The group lobbied 
Congress to use asphalt on road pro- 
jects. Across the country, asphalt has 
become the "product of choice" for 
road Improvement work. 

I don't have anything against as- 
phalt, and I can understand that for 
local road improvement, it is proba- 
bly prudent to use the substance. 
But, when we are talking about ma- 
jor state highways that carry high- 
volume traffic, 1 believe that we 
should not build highways "td tear 
them down." 

Is there a reason why we build 
highways to crumble? It may be 
fashionable to blame everything on 
politics, but when you check who 
the big contributors are around 
election time, you'll find the names 
of some of the large road builders. 
Some of the appointed bureaucrats, 
too, are to blame for favoring the 
contractors who bid for state work. 



We should not forget, too, that 
union leaders who represent work- 
ers on such projects, use their influ- 
ence to lobby for more road work. If 
anyone should know that much of 
the road product being use to repair 
highways is substandard. It is those 
who work on the projects. But, the 
total focus of some of the union 
leaders is "the more road projects, 
the more jobs," whether the im- 
provements are high-quality or not. 

It it too much to ask that Illinois 
build and repair major roads like 
they do in Europe? Build them to 
last. Anyone will tell you that the 
greater cost in highway construction 
is manpower. If you spend more 
now for thicker three foot thick con- 
crete bases and the highway may 
last 30 years, as they should, look 
how much you will save "down the 
road," if you pardon the expression. 

Lately, I read that IDOT, after a re- 
cent expose about the quick crum- 
bling of road repairs, is calling on 
contractors to be penalized if their 
work doesn't meet certain standards. 
The problem also rests with the 
agency. Contractors bid according to 
specifications set by the department 
We will never have high-quality road 
improvement as long as IDOT allows 
thin layers of road mix to be used, 
more fitting for bicycle or foot traffic, 
rather than motor vehicles 

The bureaucrats will tell you 
that we can't afford to do it right. I 
say that we cannot afford to do it 
anything but right, and, in the long 
term, we will be saving tons of 
money. Of course, that's not on 
anyone's agenda. They are more 
Interested in making money, than 
saving money.

In the first two parts of this se- 
ries, we've debunked six myths 
that exist regarding ihe Inter- 
net and E-commerce in gener- 
al. This week in the final part of this 
series we'll uncover some other 
common, but fictitious thoughts on 
technology. 

Four more myths 

Myth Number Seven: Build it 
and they will come. Even though 
there is tremendous interest in — 
and lots of media attention being 
paid to — all aspects of E-commerce 
today, it's not quite as easy as just 
throwing up a web site. Having a re- 
tail store doesn't guarantee cus- 
tomers and having a web site does- 
n't guarantee instant commerce. 
You must consider several other 
factors. 

If you built it and they aren't 
coming, ask these questions: How 
easy is your site to find? Are you 
well positioned on search engines? 
How much cross promotion do you 
do? Are you telling everyone about 
your site on your business cards, 
letterhead, invoices, advertising, 
packaging, etc.? Web sites are easy 
to build. However, to be successful 
you must give people good reasons 
to visit your site. Jt starts with 
awareness, builds-to desire and re- 
sults in action when you do it right. 

Myth Number Eight: Internet 
companies don't have to be prof- 
itable. This may be the most com- 
mon myth on Wall Street. I'm cer- 
tain I'm in the minority with this 
opinion, but I don't plan to own any 
E-commerce stock in the short- 
term future. I see much of this 
hoopla as a financial bubble. A big, 
fragile bubble. While I take calculat- 
ed risks every day, I'm not a serious 
gambler. 

You can gamble if you choose. I 
hope you win big. It's OK by me if 
people win a big lottery prize every 
day, but I personally don't buy lot- 
tery tickets. I work too hard for my 
money and the odds of winning are 
published. I'm not a fool. 

I believe that the future of our 
economy is still based on business- 
es that generate profits, not Wall 
Street speculation. Internet compa- 
nies must figure out how to be prof- 
itable if they are to stay in business. 

In the early 1900's, more than 
500 automobile manufacturing 
companies were capitalized by re- 
turn-hungry investors. Most failed 
within a few years. How many can 
you count today? 

Myth Number Nine: I can get a 
great web site free. Fact: You can get 
a free web site. And, it will likely be 
worth every penny you paid. 

Myth Number Ten: You can 
fool the search engines with slick 
tricks. A famous technology guru 
once said, "You can fool some of 
the search engines all of the time 
and all of the search engines some 
of the time, but..." 

Fact: Content rich text is the 
best way to get what you want from 
search engines — site visits or hits. 
There are too many strategies to in- 
crease your success with search en- 
gines to list here. Do a little surfing 
or visit with an expert if you want to 
increase your effectiveness.

When you find the home of 
yourdreams, but il needs work, 
how do you finance thai work? 
The Meyers Report looks al 
more readers questions. 

Q. My husband and I found 
an older home offered through 
an estate sale that we hope to 
purchase for less than its value, 
because, although structurally 
sound, it needs a tremendous 
amount of remodeling. Our 
existing home is in near perfect 
shape and we have 100 percent 
equity in it. We have no other 
debt. The amount and type of 
work that needs to be done to 
the home precludes being able 
to move in until completed, 
which means we would want to 
continue living in our existing 
home. We estimate the work to 
be between $150,000 and 
$200,000. What type of financ- 
ing options do we have? 

A. Steve Straka, loan officer 
at First East Side Savings 
Bank, said, "The best option 
to explore is doing an equity 
loan on your current home, 
providing you have $200,000 
worth of equity in il." 

The equity loan would give 
you the flexibility to write 
checks to contractors. Willi 
your current credit history, as 



described in your letter, Straka 
said it sounds like you will have 
no trouble getting a loan. The 
only other question would be 
whether you arc paying cash for 
the new house or will have to. 
take out a mortgage. 

Q. I filed for Chapter 7 bank- 
ruptcy in June, 1996 and it was 
dismissed in August, 1996. 1 then 
filed for Chapter 13 in May, 1997 
and it was dismissed in June, 
1997. My home was foreclosed in 
February, 1997, because I had a 
$20,000 decrease in pay and was 
involved in a union strike. / had 
owned the home for 13 years. 
What can 1 do to get another 
mortgage loan so that 1 can get a 
house? 

A. You might be able to qual- 
ify for a sub-prime loan, said Jay 
Mulholland, vice president of 
residential lending for Illinois 
State Bank. These loans arc 
designed for people with less 
than perfect credit. They have 
higher than average interest 
rates, because of poor credit his- 
tory the risk is higher. However, 
they do serve to get you. into a 
house, allow you to establish 
good credit, then refinance to a 
conventional loan with a lower 
interest rale a few years down 
the line.

What do truck drivers and heavy 
equipment mechanics have in com- 
mon with doctors, dentists and 
nurses? 

If you answered that they all 
have to work with some pretty tough 
customers, you maybe only partially 
right. At least one other thing they 
have in common is ... low back pain. 
" According to the American Jour- 
nal of Public Health, truck driving 
tops the list of the ten jobs with the 
highest prevalence of low back pain 
due to an injury at work. Following 
close behind are 2.) construction 
equipment and heavy machinery 
operators; 3.) construction workers; 
4.) janitorial and building mainte- 
nance workers; 5.) firefighters; 6.) 
police officers; 7.) heavy equipment 
mechanics; 8.) health care thera- _ 
pists; 9.) physicians, dentists and ' 
nurses; and 10.) people involved in 
agriculture, forestry and commercial 
fishing. 

However, you don't have to be a 
truck driver to experience low back 
pain. It can affect anybody, at any 
age, in any profession, from those 
who spend most of their day work- 
ing in an office setting to profession- 
al golfers, such as Jason Zuback, the 
29-year-old Canadian who is the 
four-time World Long Drive Cham- 
pion (see Golfwcek, Oct 30, 1999). In 
fact, low back pain is the most com- 
mon work-related medical problem 
in the United States and the second 



most common reason for doctor vis- 
its among U.S. citizens, according to 
the National Center for Health Sta- 
tistics. It affects more than 20 million 
Americans and Is the leading cause 
of disability among people ages 19 - 
45. It hits the bottom line fairly hard, 
too: low back is the No. 1 leading 
cause of missed work days, costing 
Americans $60 billion per year in 
treatments arid American business- 
es about $15 billion annually. It's es- 
timated that at least 80 percent of all 
Americans will experience some 
form of low back pain at some point 
in their lives. 

Many Causes of Lower Back 
Pain 

A healthy spine protects the 
spinal cord and supports the body 
while allowing it to move freely. The 
vertebrae and the discs between 
them are aligned in three natural 
curves that are normally kept in bal- 
ance by the muscles surrounding 
the spine. But because of various 
factors, including injury, the natural 
aging process or premature degen- 
eration, certain spinal problems can 
cause the discs or vertebrae to im- 
pinge upon the spinal cord and its 
nerve roots, producing symptoms 
such as pain, stiffness, tingling and 
numbness. Two common typesof 
physiological problems leading to 
low back pain are muscle and joint 
problems. Muscle-related low back 
pain comes in either spasms or 



strains that, while easily treatable, 
can also be symptoms of joint prob- 
lems such as disc degeneration, disc 
herniation or spinal stenosis. - 

The typical backache lasts two 
to three days and 80 percent of 
lower back pain cases clear up in 
two weeks," notes Dr. John Sher- - 
man, M.D., a Minneapolis-based 
orthopaedic surgeon. "Most cases 
can easily be managed with an ' 
over-the-counter, non-prescrip- 
tion pain reliever or anti-inflam- 
matory (e.g., Tylenol, Aleve, 
Motrin or Advil) and a short term 
decline in activities." 

The type of cases that concern 
me and other orthopaedic sur- 
geons," Drl Sherman adds, "are 
those that last longer than six weeks, 
are generating a great deal of pain 
and truly interrupt day-to-day func- 
tion."

Sometimes, low back injury can 
occur as a result of something as 
simple as a litde fall or an innocent 
twist Even such minor causes can 
lead to devastating results. But now 
there is hope for some back pain suf- 
ferers through a new, non-surgical .

geons.

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time in an 1 0-wheeler for J & C 
Trucking, Forest Lake, Minn. Years 
of chronic low back pain and three 
backsurgeries later, Cobb doesn't - 
cruise the nation's highways any 
more — doctor's orders. In January 
1997, Cobb fell and injured his back 
again, which placed him the uncom- 
fortable position of a fourth back 
surgery. However, before going

, scribed the Orthotrac, a new, non- 
invasive (non-surgical) back pain 
treatment.

How funny that you should ask 
me this now! I am also scheduled 
for my very first root canal and I can 
honestly say that my fear is proba- 
bly bordering on phobic as well. 
You knowwhat...going to the den- 
tist is phobic for lots and lots of 
people. At best it is an uncomfort-

able experience and at worst, can 
be painful, 

Now, of course this depends on 
the dentist you use and your trust 
level of that person. One bad expe- 
rience can leave a lasting impres- 
sion and it can take a lot of better 
experiences to have the bad one be 
forgotten, 

For example, when I was about 
8-years-old, I went to sec a dentist

who I swear had to have been a/tqr- 
ture specialist. He drilled five d^ep; 
cavities (which we suspect now 
were never really cavities) without- 
Novocain. You see, he didn't be- 
lieve in allowing the use of any pain 
killer. He also didn't allow parents 
in the office and basically almost 
threatened kids not to tell of their 
experiences. He was a real experi- 
ence. In fact, die experience was so 
horrible that I thought it must have 
been embellished in my own mind 
because how could anyone actually 
do those things to a child? 

Well, low and behold, recently 1 
had a woman come to me as a 
client and somehow we got to talk- 
ing about dentists and she men- 
tioned having gone through the 
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same thing with the same dentist 
which made me know that it was 
all real. Somehow, I believe that 
this experience gave me my den- 
tist phobia. What do you. think? I 
choose this story to illustrate to 
you how these fears can come 
about. 

Now, your child may have never 
had that horrible of an experience . 
in his or her life (I hope not,) but 
even a lesser experience can set off 
those pathways in the brain that re- 
ally fight against going to the den- 
list. Tlits is why many times cavities 
become root canals. 

Anyway, what to do! I have 
some suggestions for'you to do with 
your child. These work for me and 
hopefully will work for him loo. 

1 ) Make sure your dentist is 
gentle and is good at "babying" 
people. My dentist goes very slow 
and makes sure to check with me 
thai I'm OK. He also holds my hand 
if 1 need it. These things make me 
feel better and will usually help any- 
one. Make sure your dentist also 
has a good reputation for his or her 
work. 

2) Try to give your child some- 
thing else to focus on. Either 
through visual imagery or use what 
I'm using during my root canal. I 
am bringing a CD player with some 
really good funk music on it. Any- 
thing to change the focus will relax 
the mind. 

3) Try to have something excit- 
ing happening after the appoint- 
ment. Something to look forward 
to. Last time I got a cavity drilled, I 
promised myself a day shopping. 
Throughout the filling, I thought 
about what I was going to get after- 
wards. This is amazingly effective. 
It's really funny too, because that 
never goes out of the mom. Last 
time I had to go to the doctor for

something scary, which was a year 

Vago last January,'! gotout in the car ;'. 

'after the appointment arid my 
mom, who was there to Kelp me get 
home afterjsedatives, pulled three . 

' new "Beanie Babies" out of a bag 
and gave them lo me as my reward 
for making it through while being 
brave! 

4) Understand the anxiety and 
let your child talk with you about it 
without shutting him or her down. 
Too often, people want to tell the 
anxious person that their anxiety is 
silly or loo milch orout of place. -A 
person who is anxious about any- 
thing needs to be able to vent that 
anxiety and hear from the oilier 
person that it's understandable that 
they arc feeling anxious and that it ' 
is only anxiety and it will not hurt 
them and they will be fine, That is 
what the person heeds to hear. 

5) If your child's fears arc from a 
bad experience like the one I de- 
scribed; remind him or her thai not 
all dentists arc like that dentist and 
that he or she will not experience 
that kind of pain again. Remind the 
child that he or she can be in con- 
trol of letting the dentist know If 
more Novocain is needed or if he or 
she is feeling anything. While going 
to the dentist is never going to be 
one of the ways people enjoy them- 
selves, the fear and pain can be 
minimized by taking these steps.

"Helping people enjoy and appreciate 
trees Is very important," says The National Ar- 
bor Day Foundation President John Rosenow. 
"Being able to identify trees is important to 
knowing how to care for them and how to 
plant the right tree in the right place." 

The Foundation was founded in 1972 as a 
nonprofit education organization dedicated 
to tree planting and environmental steward- 
ship. The Foundation is committed to ad- 
vancing tree planting through the celebration 
of Arbor Day. National Arbor Day is the last 
Friday in April, falling this year on April 28, al- 
though some states celebrate the tree planti- 
ng holiday on dates best suited to their own 
climate. 

As we prepare to celebrate the first Arbor 
Day of the new millennium, The National Ar- 
bor Day Foundation suggests these simple 
guidelines for planting your trees: 
Planting a Containerized Tree 

If a tree is planted correctly, it will grow 
twice as fast and live at least twice as long as 
one that is planted incorrectly. Ideally, dig 
or rot o till an area one foot deep and ap- 
proximately five times the diameter of the 
root ball. The prepared soil will encourage 
root growth beyond the root ball and re- 



sults in a healthier tree. 

In transplanting, be sure to keep soil ' 
around the roots. Always handle your tree by 
the ball, not by the trunk or branches. Don't 
let the root ball dry out Help prevent root 
girdling by vertically cutting any roots that 
show tendencies to circle the root ball. After 
placing the tree, pack soil firmly but not tight- 
ly around the root ball. Water the soil and 
place a protective 3-foqt circle of mulch 
around the tree. 
Planting a Bare-root Tree 

It is best to plant bare-root trees immedi- 
ately, in order to keep the fragile roots from 
drying out. If you can't plant because of 
weather or soil conditions, store the trees in a 
cool place and keep the roots moist. 

Unpack tree and soak in water 6-12 hours. 
Do not plant with packing materials attached 
to roots, and do not allow roots to dry out. Dig 
a hole, wider than seems necessary, so the 
roots can spread without crowding. Remove 
any grass within a 3-foot circular area. To aid 
root growth, turn soil in an area up to three 
feet in diameter. 

Plant the tree at the same depth it stood 
in the nursery, without crowding the roots. 
Partially fill the hole, firming the soil around 
the lower roots. Do not add extra soil ameni- 
ties. 

Shovel in the remaining soil. It should be 
firmly, but not tightly, packed with your heel. 
Construct a water-holding basin around the

Wright Woods. The firm's suggestion 
to install an earth berm on Forest Pre- 
serve property behind Braun's home 
has led to a political brouhaha that 
has resulted in Braun spending 
$26,000 in engineering costs, permit 
and application fees. Braun said he 
was directed by the planning and de- 
velopment committee to conduct the 
engineering studies before approval 
of the berm could be given. 

Although Braun's berm proposal 
was initially approved last summer, 
Commissioner Martha Marks' sug- 
gestion that Braun donate a portion 
of his property for a public bike trail 
access created an upheaval in the up- 
per scale River Oaks community. 
Since then, the exact recommenda- 
tion for proper drainage of Wright 
Woods has turned into a brass ring 
that keeps getting yanked out of 
Braun's reach. Braun, along with sev- 
eral other commissioners and citi- 
zens feel that Marks is the keeper of 



that brass ring. 

The planning committee's April 
11 recommendation to approve a 
3.5-foot berm was on the agenda for 
the April 14 finance committee 
meeting. With estimated costs for 
the berm initially below $10,000, the 
proposed berm project could have 
come to a conclusion With the fi- 
nance committee's approval of the 
recommendation. 

Several finance committee 
members were unaware of the rec- 
ommendation, and noted that they 
had received nothing in their packets 
for the meeting. 

According to Commissioner 
John Schulien, who is a member of 
the planning committee, recom- 
mendations are normally presented 
in resolution form if they are to be 
acted upon by the next tier of gov- 
ernment 

Marks, who Is chairman of the fi- 
nance committee, told members 
that she was going to "exercise the 
chair's perogative to make a state- 
- ment" in regard to the flooding issue. 

Following her version of the 



berm debate, Marks told committee 
members that the Forest Preserve 
"was not in the business of building 
structural engineering projects for 
one, two or three homes.'* ' 

"We need a project to benefit the 
entire neighborhood," she argued, 
.reiterating her belief that a more . 
comprehensive study needs to be 
done by the Storm water Manage- 
ment Commission (SMC). 

'Committee member Diana 
O'Kelly lifted her muddied shoes to 
show board members what Braun 
and other residents have to contend 
with. 

"Martha has neglected to tell us 
-that a 1959 map of the area shows 
water not running through Mr. 
Braun's property," said O'Kelly. "It's 
really slick what we did as a forest 
preserve. We filled in the creek and 
redirected the water to the Braun 
property. We caused this In the first 
place. The Forest Preserve needs to 
take care of their mistake!" 

"If we fix this problem, what oth- 
er thing that we caused do we have to 
fix?" argued Marks. 



"We are the good guys," counr 
tered O'Kelly. "We should be held ac- 
countable for what we have caused." 

Committee member Pam New- 
ton agreed with Marks, and brought 
up the issue of the cost involved to 
build the berm. 

With earlier estimates for the 35- 
foot berm under $10,000, Mainte- 
nance and Operations Director Bri- 
an Hall was told committee members 
that the estimated cost to build a 55- 
foot berm would be In the neighbor- 
- hood of $350,000 to $450,000. He 
said the estimate was based on the 
original berm size that would with- 
stand the 100-year flood. 

"That's absolutely insane!" says 
Schulien. "Our guys originally said 
we can do this in-house. They made 
it simple and easy. It was a no Drain- 
er." 

"One of the "Forest* Preserve's 
functions is to alleviate flooding," he 
angrily continued. Now, when a bu- 
reaucrat doesn't want to do some- 
thing, they can inflate the price be- 
yond belief. It's despicable. We 
screwed the guy, let's make it right!"' 
■ Other residents who attended 
the finance committee meeting 
voiced their disapproval with com- 
mittee members. 



"Let's get to some kind of con- 
sensus," stated Ann Howell. "I don't 
know that anybody Is being honest 
anymore." 

"There's got to be some way to 
reach some kind of a peaceful agree- 
ment," commented Bob Hollar. 

"What did you need to do that is 
more important than solving this?" 
he asked Marks. "I thought the world 
of Martha Marks the public servant, 
now we have Martha. Marks the 
politician!" 

Needless to say, the issue has not 
been resolved. The finance commit- 
tee agreed to direct staff to look over 
a new proposal initiated by River 
Oaks residents who are opposed to 
the berm without further study of the 
entire area north of Rte. 22 and south 
of Daniel Wright Woods. Members 
also agreed that further discussion 
on Forest Preserve policy in regard to 
such projects would be beneficial. 
Committee members hope to make 
a decision within 30 days. 

"What clearly started as an at- 
tempt to remedy the wrong we've 
done has escalated in an attempt to 
determine who is going to be the 
winner," concluded Schulien. "Mr. 
Braun will be the ultimate loser if this 
Is not resolved."

chairman in 1991. 

"I wanted to save the agency 
from extinction. We now have a per- 
manent base, a great staff, respect 
from the Army Corps of Engineers 
and the DNR. I have accomplished 
what I set out to do," Dam said. 

Dam succeeded John Softie t ti 
and was first elected in 1993 and 
again in 1997. Dam, the former Fox 
Lake mayor who is a physician in Fox 
Lake, won praise of theprofessional- 
ism and enthusiasm he brought to 
the FWA. 

"He has done a splendid job, 
considering what was going on when 
he came. He brought the Agency to a 
legitimate role," McKinley, Dam's 
successor, said. 

"I think he has had this (resign- 
ing) on his mind for the past year. I 
don't foresee any major changes, ex- 
cept to take on more roles such as 
herbicide regulation on the lakes, 
that the Army Corps used to be a part 
of," McKinley said. 

McKinley said through Dam's 
leadership the FWA has achieved a 
great reputation with the boating 
public. "That is shown because when 
we had a substantial fee increase, we 



had very few complaints, McKinley, 
of Johnsburg, said. 

"He (Dam}( has been a great In- 
fluence in advisory board meetings," 
Anne Basten, chairman of the FWA's 
citizen advisory board, said. 

"He did a good job in hiring our 
first two directors, Karen Kaabes and 
Ingrid Enriquez," FWA advisory 
committee member Wayne Mueller 
said. 

Mueller praised Dam and the 
FWA Board for listening to the ad- 
visory committee the last five 
years. 

"He was a wonderful chair- 
man. We hope to have a huge re- 
tirement party for him in May," 
Enriquez said. ' 

Dam's direction brought better 
services for FWA's customers, En- 
riquez said. "Last year, when we re- 
ceived a complaint, we were out 
there within a day," she said. 

The FWA is responsible for a 65- 
mile stretch of the Fox River and 
Chain O'Lakes waterways. Its mis- 
sion is to improve and maintain the 
Fox River and Chain O'Lakes public 
waterways from the Wisconsin bor- 
der to the Alqonquin dam and also to 



improve recreational uses and con- 
trol flooding. 

Dam, at a Fox Lake village board 
meeting, gave an update of recent 
accomplishments.

ductible contributions from the pri- 
vate sector. 

"This campaign provides the 
support that the "V* needs to take 
care of Teverybody," emphasized 
Hastings Lake YMCA Chairman 
William Schroeder.
